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Chieago’s First Regiment Armory 
Destroyed To-Day. 


It Was Built to Withstand a Siege and 
Proved Capable. 


INMATES ROASTED BECAUSE THEY COULD 
NOT BE REACHED. 


Two Are Dead and Two Are Fatally 
Burne i — The Injured Rescued by 
Heroic Firemen—Origin of the Fire Un- 
known~—Inocidental Explosions Wreok 
the Walls—Estimated Loss Very Large 
-A Relic Destroyed. 


CHICAGO, III., April 25.—The First Real- 
ment Armory at Sixteenthstreet and Michi- 
gan avenue was totally destroyed at an early 
hour this morning. About 2:80 o’clock fire 
was discovered by the policeman on the 
Diock. A4-ll alarm was turned in, but be- 
fore the department couid get to work a 
violent explosion occurred blowing off the 
roof. Again and again the walls shook with 
the terrific explosions. The fire had eaten 
its way to the magazine and it was soon ev!i- 
dent that the structure was doomed. Finally 
the main magazine seemed to have been 
reached. The most terrific explosion of all 
occurred, and the north wall was blown out. 

It is known that two men lost their lives in 
the names. They are: 

GEORGE ELFORD, colored japitor. 

WALTER WILLIAMS, colored janitor. 

Two men were taken out of the third 
Story and removed to St. Luke’s Hos- 

pital, where it was thought they were fatally 
burned, They are: 

E. W. LATHAM. 

OHRIS. WIGGINS. 

The fire started in the kitchen of the Arm- 

„ located in the southgest corner of the 

nd story. How it started is unknown, 
but it made rapid progress and worked its 
way round the alley to the north before it 
was discovered. Then the fire breaking 
through the windows was seen by people on 
the streets and an alarm was turned in. It 
was too late, for the fire had secured a firm 
hold and when the engines arrived the fire- 
men found all entrance barred by the biank 
walls of masonry and the huge ſron- ba rred 
saily-porton Michigan avenue. The building 
was constructed to withstand a siege and 
events showed it was admirably adapted for 
“he purpose. Had the fire been in an ordina- 
Ty structure with as little food for flames it 
would have been easily extinguished. As it 
Was, there was little chance to fight It. 

Ihe death ot those in the building was at- 
tended by particularly harrowing circum- 
stances. hay 4 reached the great door in 
safety while the fire was 1 within. 
There seemed no danger and escape was ap- 
parently certain. They attempted to open 
the small wicket gate in the center of the 
door and then for the first time their perilous 

ion dawned upon them. The wicket 
Was locked and four inches of solid oak, 
bolted and barred with huge steel locks, stood 
between them and escape. 

Gradually the fire spread behind them. 
The western galleries were all ablaze and the 
names were spreading rapidly along the 
north side, and approaching the spot where 
the men now stood frantically beating on the 
doors and vainly endeavoiing to force them 
open.

Unable to pass the 
stairway the two men rushed to the Michigan 
avenue side of the building, and as the 
Names followed them they opened the win- 
dow and stood on the sill, their forms clearly 
outlined to the crowd below against the Dack- 
ground of fire ana smoxe. 

At this moment there was a terrific ex- 

osion, presumably as the fire reached the

The north and 
south walls fell for some distance from tue 
top, the roof went in and the death knell of 
those at the doorway was sounded. 

It seemed asthoughthe men atthe win- 
dow must be swept away with the crash, but 
after the dust had cleared away, they were 
seen still cl there. The wall was totter- 
ing, but at Marshal Townsend’s order the 
hook and ladder companies ran up their 
ladders and, seizing the fainting men, bore 
them to the ground, badly burned, but with- 
out mortal injuries.

THF BRITISH BUDGET. 

LONDOKX, April 25.—According tothe budget 
for the coming financial year introduced by 
Mr. Harcourt, Chancellor ofthe Exchequer, 
in the House of Commons, yesterday, the 
expenditures forthe current financial year 
are estimated at £91,464,000 and the revenue 
at £89,°90,000. This will leave a defictt of 
£1,574,000, due principally to the 
enormous growth of expenditures created 
not by the Government but by demands of the 
center upon Parliament. It is proposed to 
cover this deficit by encroaching upon the 
Sinking fund used to reduce the national 
debt. Mr. Harcourt advised that the best 
way to meet this deficit was by increased 
taxation. The income tax, it is proposed to 
increase 1 penny per pound, which ought to 
increase the revenue £1, 750, 000. 

The stamp duty onthe transferof foreign 
and colonial securities will be removed and 
the siamp duty on contract notes increased 
1 shilling. 

The budget met with general approval. 

Sir Edward Grey, the Under Foreign Secre 
tary, when asked what foundation there was 
for the report that President Oleveland pro- 
posed toabrogate the reciprocity treaties 
with certain foreign conntries, replied that 
he had no information to that effect. 


ONE WAR OVER ANOTHER THREATENED. 

PANAMA, April 25.—News has just been 
received here which indicates that the revo. 
lution in Honduras is at an end and that peace 
has been restored. President Ponciano Letva 
has invested Gen. Domingo Vasquez, Minis- 
terof War, with the powers usually exer- 
cised by the executive. Gen. Vasques is 
really President of Honduras. 

As a result of the assistance given by Nica- 
ragua tothe revolutionary leader, Policarpo 
Bonilla, war may be declared between that 
Republic and Honduras at any moment,

Arrival of the Fleet for the Great 
Naval Review. 


Columbus’ Caravels Receive a Steam 
Whistle Welcoma 


PAUL JONES’ FLAG HOISTED ON NAVE- 
SINK HIGHLAND3. 


Lots of Powder Burned in the Welcome 
of the Foreign Ships—The Russian 
Flag Ship Salutes the Secretary of 
the Navy— Time Table of the Presi- 
dext’s Journey to New York and 
Chicago. a 


New YORK, April 25.—Sullen guns of the 
gathered navies for days have sounded with 
deep, stccaato notes, the strain of Columbian 
glory over the Virginia waters southwarda. 
For days the metropolis has been stirred by 
the jubilation and the fellowship of the 
nations down the coast. Throughout a fort- 
night has she heardalongthe electric wires 
the prelude of the fetes with which she shoula 
honor the ancient Latin whose name, asa 
nation, we bear. 

But the waiting now is ended. On this day 
the Empire City andthe Empire State take 
up the Columbian strain. 

The vanguard of the nation’s visitors is 
here. Thecaravels of Columbus ride at anchor 
in the lower bay. Towering Deside them are 
three Spanish modern men-of-war as if they 
had come to enforce the prior claim of the 
adventurous admiral. They are the Santa 
Maria, the Pinta and the Nina, the Infanta 
Isabella, the Reina Regenta and the Neuve 
Es pano. Side by side in the broad harbor of 
the metropolis of the world which Christo- 
pher Columbus discovered, are the navies of 
old Spain and the navies ofnew Spain. 

They came in under a cloudless, moonlight 
sky the advance squadron of the great 
fleet of modern men-of-wer, which are to 
gather in rewiew on Thursday in honor of 
thelr great discoverer. 

The Spanish caravels ended their long pil- 
grimage to New York last night. The Pinta 
was the first of the fleet of Columbus to sight 
the shores of San Salvador, and from her 
deck the coasts ofthe New World were frst 
seen by the hardy Spanish sallors. When the 
three models ofthe old-time caravels joined 
the fleet of war vessels at Hampton Roads 
it was the new Pinta which was the first to 
enter American waters. 

The representative of the Pfuta of 1492 was 
the frst of the caravels to reach the gates of 
the metropolis of the New World. She passed 
Sandy Hook at 9:45 o’clock last night in tow 
ofthe white-hulled cruiser Infanta Isabella. 
The men-of-war towing the Santa Maria and 
the Nina passed the Hook an hour or so later. 


= 


„The Pinta, the model of the vessel com- 
manded by Pinzan, was in tow of the Infanta 
Isa bella, the little torpedo boat Neuve Espana 
towed the tiny Nina, aud the Santa Maria 
was under the care of the protected cruiser 
Reina Regenta. The Santa Maria was the 
flagship of Columbus. 

The morning of to-day broke througn a 
thick, dullsky. The insignia of Castile and 
Aragon were stirred by the lazy breeze, 
scarce enough to make clear their devices. 
OCradled in the circling arm of Sandy Hook, 
the flat-sterned, awkward craft rocked easily 
at anchor, while near and early astir were 
the three best tugs @f the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, which were th to tow the caravels 
up the bay and into the Hudson River to the 
anchorage assigned them. There was 
another craft lying in the lower bay as the 
gray light slowly broadened to-day. It was 
the low-lying and vicious Miantonomah. Her 
decks almost at water level, her turrets grim 
and she seemed a sleeping saurian lolling in 
the undulating waters. 

She was there to Dark forth welcome and 
salute from her monster cannon. Her part 
in the day’s doings was yet to be developed. 

The bells of the Spanish warships sounded 
heavily over the still waters of the lower bay 
as the day grew onward and there was life 
evident aboard. The navy tugs cut loose 
and, pug-posed and inquisitive, circled about 
as though anxious to take hold of the strange 
craft they were to pull up to the city. 

Suddenly the atmosphere shook with a 
mighty detonation and a belching, booming 
peal of thunder awoke the Jerseymen ashore 


nomah. 

The central point of the gathering was a 
splendid flagstaff with trucks 135 feet high. 
The flagstaffis a new institution and bad 
been erected by subscriptions from patriotic 
societies and individuals. 

On this staff hereafter will fy by daylight 
the national ensign. This will be in con- 
formity with orders issued by the 
Navy Department to the Light- 
house Board. The keepers of the Nav- 
esink Light-house were instracted to hoist 
the flag when the lights are extinguisbed and 
to lower it at night, and it will be the same 
in fair weather and in foul. The flag is in- 
tended to always fly from the pole until the 
end of time or the dissolution of the Govern- 
ment. 

The idea of erectinga national flag pole at 
the Navesink highlands originated about 
three years ago with W. A. McDowell of 
Newark, N. J., who then traveling, some 
three years ago met an Englishman who 
was just returning froma trip to England. 
The Englishman spoke of his pleasure in re- 
turningto America, saying that it had given 
him the liveliest satisfaction to see the stars 
and stripes again, which represented to him 
liberty, home and manhood, even though he 
had been a Confederate officer during the 
rebellion.

The Miantonomah had bade 
the Spaniards good morning and the 
greeting was hearty to the measure of 
about 200 pounds of powder. And when 
the official niceties had been complied with 
and when an impudently puffing launch had 
shot about the men-of-war for half an hour, 
the navy tugs were signaled to bear down 
upon the caravels whieh, as the light became 
stronger. appeared each like a country barn 
with its roof blown out and its middle Dlown 
away. 

The lines were taken up, the caravels 
tripped anchor, and as the white steam shot 
up from the tugs’ pipes the start was made 
cityward. f ö 

Passing up the Narrows the Wads- 
worth on the port and Hamilton on the star- 
board side, gave noisy and thunderous greet- 
ings to the hulls which by their presence 
mean so much.

The cruisers and their tows left Fortress 
Monroe on Sunday morning. They started 
an hour earlier than the fleet, so that there 
would ds no delad in forming the line of the 
naval pageant. The caravels were towed at 
the rate of about eight knots an hour. The 
prototypes of the crafts which came trailing 
along behind the cruisers, shifted for them- 
selves in crossing 2,000 miles of unexplored 
ocean. These modern caravels were cared 


| for so tenderly that they were not perm'tted 


totakeatripalongthe coast without going 
under the lee of a man-of- war. 

The war vessels anchored in Gravesend 
Bay preparatory to the review. 
The navy yard tugs Wanita, For- 
tune and Nina went down the day 
yesterday afternoon to meet the Spanish 
men-of-war to relieve them of their tows and 
to get them in Une forthe review. Every 
preparation was made for the comfort of the 
officers and crew of the Reina Regenta, Neuve 
Espana and Infanta Isabelia by the Spanish 
Consul. Yesterday evening hesent down 4 
tug loaded with provisions, fresh meat and 
ice for the Spanish cruisers. 

ARRIVAL OF THE CARAVELS. 

The caravels, although they are unwieldy, 
weathered the voyage from Hampton Roads 
without disaster. They were not graceful to 
behold as they came into port—those cockle- 
shells, as they seem. They looked 
like three kangaroos led by a rope and all 
bunched up reagy fora spring. High-pooped 
oddly rigged and top-heavy, ＋ Ay eg up 
and down, The yellow stripes Gark 
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Island shore there were hundreds on the hill - 
sides with field glasses and without—all 
curiously eager to see the strange craft. Op- 
posite the Quarantine station a whistle blast 
rang out in welcome, then another and a 
third, from the official steam craft anchored 
there. 

Soon a ferryboat coming down from New 
York caughtup the welcome, and another, 
pulling out of her slip, bound tothe city 
with a load of passengers, biew her whistles 
and pulled alongside and stayed there nearly 
all the way up. The signal had gone forth 
over the waters and from over Bayridge and 
from tugs darting over the upper bay, quick 
screeching whistles were sounded. A little 
brass cannon at Ellis Island let go a bang or 
two, and on the ramparts of Bedloe’s Isiand, 
atthe foot of Liberty’s Goddess, the dwell- 
ersinthe barracks there had come forth to 
see. 

So, snorting and blowing like full-grown 
steamers, the navy tugs, with an apparent 
air of importance, tugged and pushed along. 
The Battery walis were Diack with people as 
the Pinta, with her slant laten sail, and the 
Maria and Nina, with their square yards, 
moved steadily up into the Hudson's waters 
without effort or volition. 

The progress of the half-dead and half- 
alive little fleet could be marked by sound all 
the way up the river to the anchorage. 
Booming whisties, screaming whistles, 
hoarse and throaty-voiced whistles, ferry 
bells, fog bells, the faint sounds of shouting 
—these told from biock to block how the 
ca travels progressed to their an 
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Mr. McDowell asked him where he had first 
seen the stars and stripes as he approached 
New York, and after a moment’s thought the 
Englishman concluded that he had merely 
used a figure of speech. 

The idea of erecting a national flag pole on 
the highest point of land first sighted on ap- 
proaching New York harbor at once 
suggested itself and Mr. McDowell started 
the movement which has to-day been con- 
sumated. 

It was the consummation of this plan which 
formed the purpose of those who were 
gathering about the national flagstaff while 
the caravels were being towed up the harbor 
and river. A committee of which J. W. 
Scott was chairman, had arranged the plan 
ofceremonies. Among those abo ut the base 
of the flagstaff was a woman 8 years of age, 
who had been espectally escorted from her 
home in Rhode Island. In her possession 
she brought the original stars and stripes 
known as the Paul Jones flag. 

Mrs II. P. R. Stafford is the owner of the 
flag, andshe it waswho, seated and care- 
fully attended, held with careful hands the 
little square of bunting so precious to her 
as the descendant of Lieut. stafford of the 
navy. Congress had presented this valued 


‘Telic for his gallant rescue of the flag when, 


during the engagement between the Bon 
Homme, Richard and Seraphis. It was away 
into the sea, he being obliged to jump over- 
board to get it. It is understood that Mrs. 
Stafford has bequeathed this fag to the na- 
tion in her will. 

At 11:8 a. m. a detail of the naval reserve 
drawn up in line, fired a volley out over the 
still waters of the bay. This was a signal to 
the waiting Miantonomah to prepare to 
salute the original flag. 

Then Chairman Scott briefly state 1 the 
purpose of the gathering and presented the 
father of the National Flagpole,’’ Mr. W. 
O. McDowell. Mr. James B. Upham of Bos- 
ton, in behalf of the Lyceum League of 
America, next presented the first three en- 
signs to be used by the lighthouse-Keepers on 
the flagstaff. 

Againavolley was fired from the high- 
lands and almost simultaneously the guns of 
the Miantonomah began their thunderous 
applause. At the moment, too, Mrs. Stafford 
advanced tothe base of the pole with Capt. 
David H. Caulkins of te Sandy Hook light- 
ship. The original stars and stripes were 
quickly caught on the halyards and, alter- 
nating hand over hand with Capt. Caulkins, 
the time-honored ensign fluttered up, up 185 
feet to the top, while the guns thundered and 
the people cheered. 

Only a moment the frail bunting was 
allowed to flutter. Then it was lowered, and 
its place was taken by a United States stan- 
dard stars and stripes, forty feet lines. 

At the base of the pole was the Vice-Presi- 
dent’s wife, Mrs. Stevenson, President Gen- 
eral of the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution. Assisted by Capt. Oaulkins she 
raised the great banner, whilea return 
salute by a detachment of the 8d 
Regiment of the New Jersey National Guard 
mingles its rattle with the thunderous boom- 
ing ot the twenty-one guns of the Mianto- 
nomah in the bay below. 

An invocation by Rev. Wm. Lioyd, D. D., 
was followed by a patriotic address from 
Assistant Secretary ofthe Navy McAdege, an 
oration by Albert Shaw. The reading of a 

m,a benediction and closing with the 
singing of America.

(SHILOH’S MYSTERY. 


William Newby's Visit to Tennessee 
Recalls His Strange Story. 


THE EX-SOLDIER PRESENTS A CLAIM 
FOR $20,000 BACK PENSION. 


His History the Most Remarkable of the 
M-ny traute Incidents of the War- 
After Thirty Years’ Absence He Was 
Restored to His Family in Illinois 
His Death Recorded at Washington. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 25.—There arrived 
in this city to-day a man whose history for 
the past thirty-one years is surpassing 
strange. His name, so he claims, is William 
Newby, and he served, according to his story, 
in an Illinois regiment during the war. At 
the battle of Shiloh Newby was with his com- 
mand when the engagement beganon that 
Sunday morning in April just a little over 


thirty-one years ago. 

Of the events of the intervening years up to 
April, 1891, Newby has but the dimmest 
recollection. Hecan but faintly recall the 
battle of Shiloh, but Knows that he was 
there. 

In 1891 Newby turned up at the poor-house 
in the county where he was born in Illinois 
and from which he enlisted the forwar. But 
he had been givenup for dead longago. In 
fact, the records show that he was killed 
that Sunday at Shiloh, and a stone, it is said, 
now marks his grave on that battle field, 

Newby is accompanied here by Special Pen- 


sion Kxuminer Moses H. McBride of Cincin- 
nati and the purpose of the visit is to more 
completely identify the ex-soldier returned 
to life, so as to satisfy the department that 
his claim fora pension is a valid one. His 
claim is for $20,000. He is seemingly half de- 
mented and is incapable of any mental 
or physical employment. His case is one of 
total disability, and the claim is for pension 
arrears. 

One witness was examined this morning in 
a private room at the Custom-house, but Mr. 
McBride declines to give out the nature of 
the disclosures made. It is said that the 
witness, who is a Deputy United States 
Marshal here, wasan army comrade of the 
real Newby and thinks the nsion claimant 
animposter. Newby’s mother does not live 
here, as has been stated. She isa very old 
lady residing in White County, Ilinols. 

NEWBY’S STRANGE STORY. 

On April 22, 1891, the Post-DISPATOH an- 
nounced the return to Mill Shoals, White 
Co., III., of Wm. Newby after an absence of 
thirty years, and when all his relatives, 
friends and old army comrades supposed that 
he had been killed at Shiloh in 41862 
and his body buried on the battlefield. The 
Battle of Shiloh was fought on Sunday, 
April 6, 1862, and onthe Tuesday night fol- 
lowing, Orderly-Sergt. Gilbert J. George of 
St. Louis, in command of a burial detail of 
tweive privates of his company, buried in 
the trenches dug on the battlefeldthe body 
ofa soldier supposed to be William Newby, 
also a private soldier of Co. D, th Illinols 
Volunteers. Nine men of that company had 
been killed on the bloody fleld of Shiloh, and 
Newby’s body was the third on the list to be 
wrapped in dlankets and laid ina soldier’s 
sepulchre, the long aud ghastly trench. fle 
was shot through the d, a musket bali 
baving crash into his drain on the left 
side, just above and a Uttle la the rear of 
the left ear. a — 

When the present Wm. Newby so uner- 
pectedly turned upat Mill Shoals two years 
ago, Mr. George, who had after the battle of 
Shiloh been promoted to the rank of Captain, 
went from St. uls to Illinois and fully 
identified the strange arrival as the veritable 
Wm. Newby, who had been a member of his 
company, and whom he thought dead and 

uried. 

The story told by Newby on his return was 
remarkable, For thirty years the old soldier, 
whose death and burialare duly recorded in 
the War Department archives at Washing- 
ton, has been drifting from poor-house to 

r-house, and from insane asylum to in- 
sane asylum, a strange and piteous wreck. 

He remembered the farm and some of his 
old associates, but had forgotten his wife, 
forgotten the fact of his marriage, forgotten 
his children. His wife, hurrying from a 
son’s home in Texas, arrived at the old 
farm-house a few days afterward. She saw 
her dead husband, come back to life again, 
but he looked her in the face and said calmly: 
**I was never married. ve no wile. I 
have nochildren. ButIam Willlam Newby, 
and I was raised on this farm.’’ 

Stranger still, the Wm. 
who enlisted in Co. D, tooth Illinois 
in Aug., 1861, was a fair-haired and biue- 
eyed man, while the Wm. Newby who came 
back from the grave in 1891 wasa man with 
black eyes and with black hair, streaked 
heavily with gray. Yet, by certain marks on 
his person and by the most searching tests 
to which he was put, the man was iden- 
tined as the same Wm. Newby. Seven of his 
former comrades of Co. D, all of whom were 
in the burying detail that placed his body in 
the trench, swore that he was the man they 
knew and buried. 

So complete was his identification that the 
War Department recognized the strange case 
ina strange way. It merely transferred the 

nsion that for years has been paid the 

‘widow’’ of William Newby, and appointed 
that widow a conservator, to whom has 
since been paid the sum of 372 r month for 
the maintenance of the ‘‘dead’’ soldier who 
is again living. And in the War Department 
records there appears the official report of 
Orderl re ene George, testifying that 
Wm. Newby was killed at the battle shi-

A lively debate is expected in the Council 
over the new garbage bill.

In the original contracts made between the 
city and Contractor Hardy, which contracts 
were assigned to Ed Butler, the only provi- 
sion relative to disposing of garbage was to 
dump it into the river.

Charges were made that a considerable 
part of it was dumped into the river last 
summerand fallandthe cry wentup that 
the company was not fulfilling its contract. 

This was not the Sanitary company’s fault, 
but that of the slop contractor. While it is 
reasonable to suppose that Ed Butler, who 
has a large slice of stock in the Sanitary 
company was not going todumpinto the 
river any garbage or offal that could be re- 
duced at a profit tothat company, yet it is 
questionable whether under his old contracts 
he can be compelled to deliver the garbage 
at the rendering works. The new ordinance 
is intended to cover this point.

LIGHTING STEAMBOATS. 


The Logan Storage System’s Advantage 
While a Boat Is in Port. 

There seems to beadeep interest in the 
new Logan electric storage battery system, 
judging by the general mail and the personal 
calle received daily by General Manager 
Johnston at the Laclede Hotel. The Standard 
Electric Co., which controls the Logan 
patents, recently contracted with Capt. John 
P. Keiser to light the Humphrey Clothing- 
house building, at the corner of Broadway 
and Pine. The Captain,who is an old steam- 
boat man, suggested that an almost unlimit- 
ed feld awaited the Standard Co. if it would 
but cater for the lightingof the thousands 
of steam craft on river, lake and sea. These 
craft can now produce light by running their 
machinery but when a boat is 
this is an unnecessary expense, 
using the Logan storage 
the lamps could be run a week without being 
re-charged or working any of the electric 
generating apparatus. Capt, Keiser believes 
that the maritime business alone would 
keep one factory busy. 

It is advisable to use the Logan dattery at 
all times, even when a dynamois running, as 
the electricity in passing through the Logan 
battery, is delivered more steadily, and, it 
is claimed, with greater brilliancy. Menager 
Johnson made his first steamboat lighting 
contract Monday afternoon. 


THE DEADLOCK ENDED.

The breweries of Cincinnati 
and Milwaukeeare only waiting to get into 
this city and a boycott will let them doit.

No, we are not such fools as that. The 
burnt child dreads the fire, and Busch knows 
whatitis.

Ur. W. F. Nolker, Treasurer of the St. Louls 
Brewing Association, does not take very 
kindly to Mr. Kurzenknabe’sremarks. ‘‘Our 
men are satisfied. They receive more money 
than the Milwaukee brewer or maltster does, 
and there are few non-union men employed. 
We do not object toa man belonging toa 
union, but we do want to run ourown brew- 
eries; we want just a little to say. As to Sun- 
day work they are paid now for it, and the 
maltsters, some of them, make 990 a month. 
As long as we are compelied to deliver beer on 
Sunday they willhaveto work on Sunday. 
You see these fellows have secretaries and 
things of that sort, sothey have to raisea 
9898 once or twice a year to do some- 

ng.’ 

The maltsters deny that the maltsters of Mul- 
waukee are paid less,and say that their scale 
isthe same as in Milwaukee, except Sunday 
work in Milwaukee is paid for extra.

ERETCHMAR’S COLUMBUS. 


Unveiling of the Bronze Statue on the Chi- 
cago Lake Front. 


CHICAGO, III., April 25.—The bronze monu- 
ment of Christopher Columbus, erected by 
the World’s Columbian Exposition on the 
lake front at the foot of Congress street, was 
uuveiled at s o’clock this afternoonwith appro- 
priate ceremonies. The idea of erecting this 
monument emanuted from a sentiment that 
there should be a suitable and lasting memo- 
rial of the Exposition which would stand 
after the World’s Fair buildings should have 
been torn down. 

The movement was given impetns at a 
meeting of the Board of Directors held Nov. 
7, 1891, at which a resolution appointinga 
committee to secure the necessary ordinance 
and ne the cost of the work was 

ssed. 

Desigus were submitted to the committee 
by the famous sculptors, and the work was 
finaily awarded to Howard Kretchmar of 
Chicago. The height of the statue is 20 feet. 
Its pedestal of Maine granite is 30 feet, 
making a total altitude of 50 feet. It is said 
to be the largest bronze statue in the United 
States. The monument Cost $40,000, and will 
revert to the city of Chicagoat the close of 
the Fair. It was unveiled to-day by the little 
daughter of Ferd W. Peck. Mayor Harrison 
and others spoke.

VICTIMIZED BY RUSSIAN ORAFT. 

An attempt against the head of the Gov- 
ernment or any member of his family is 
not a political offense in thiscountry. It 
falls under the common definition of at- 
tempted murder and the punishment for 
it is no more severe than for an attempt to 
kill any citizen. The President of the 
United States and his family have no more 
protection under our laws than the poorest 
and obseurest person in the land. 

In Russia, however, an attempt against 
the Ozar or any member of his family is a 
political crime of special enormity. Its 
legal definition is most comprehensive and 
includes intentions, words and acts re- 
motely relating to revolutionary move- 
ments or mere opposition to the Czar’s 
government, Special laws covering the 
crime prescribe excessively severe punish- 
ment for every phase of it. 

Yet despite these known facts and in 
bold inconsistency with Russian laws the 
published form of the treaty has a special 
clause, defining such attempts as non-po- 


of this treaty isan exception in favor of 
Russian tyranny. The United States Gov- 
ernment is stultified by the overlooking of 
irreconcilable differences in laws and in- 
stitutions and thecrafty shaping of the 
instrument to entrap it into serving the 
political ends of the Czar. 


THE REAL IRISH QUESTION 

The Irish members of Parliament have 
had very little to say of the home rule bill 
as a final settlement of the Irish question, 
butin the debate last week Mr. Sexton 
told some plain truths which must be 
thoroughly understood before the situa- 
tion can be cleared of the fog which en- 
velops it. 

Home rule is not all that Ireland needs, 
although no progress can be made until 
the Irish are granted self government. 
The real burden which is crushing the life 
out of the people is landlordism. This 
was emphatically set forth by Mr. Sexton. 
As long as a few non-resident privileged 
individuals are permitted to draw all the 
product of Irish industry as rent save what 
is just adequate to keep body and soul to- 
gether, just so long will the Irish question 
be one of the unsolved problems of British 
statesmanship. 

But home rule will enable the people of 
the island to deal with the question 
alter a lapse of five years. Probably 
Mr. Gladstone postponed the exer- 
cise of this legislative faculty for 
so long in order to give the landlord time 
to make a turn. At any rate, there is little 
doubt that the real solution of the question 
will come before the Irish Parliament as 
soon as that body can lawfully consider it. 
The cry will then be Ireland and the prod- 
uct of Irish industry for the Irish people. 
This is the goal of the Nationalists, and 
home rule, as Mr. Sexton pointed out, is 
only the preliminary step in that direc- 
tion.

A WARNING TO THE SOUTH. 

The people of the South who are just now 
advertising their resources and bidding for 
capital and immigration will do well to 
study the development of the West and 
what came of it before they fix upona 
policy of improvements. A thorough 
knowledge of the results of a misdirected 
liberality will enable them to wisely guard 
against the blunders committed by hope : 
ful and energetic men bent upon realizing 
upon the natural resources of the country 
in the shortest space of time. ; 

In nearly every Western State a demand 
arose directly after the war for railroads, 
gas-works, street railways and every other 
form of public improvement. The demand 
arose from a pressing, imperative need. 
So imperative was the need that the price 
paid for these facilities was not much con- 
sidered. The policy was to get them in 
haste and count the cost at leisure. Bonds 
were voted with unbounded liberality by 
States, counties and municipalities in aid 
of public works, while corporations were 
granted extensive privileges, out of which 


watering and overcapitalization. The 
people of the West developed their re- 
sources, but they did not get the chief 
benefit or even a fair share of it. The 
large prizes did not go to the workers of 
the West, but to the speculators of the 
East who ‘‘invested’’ in the privilege to 
tax, a privilege which grew more valuable 
every year, the value of which was meas- 
ured as it grew by successive issues of 
unearned stocks and bonds, 

This privilege to tax is now held by the 
few individuals who possess the overissues 
of Western securities. It is not pretended 
that these represent an actual outlay of 
capital. They are so many drafts upon the 
earnings of the West for which no equiva- 
lent has ever been given. The wealth 
of the States west of Ohio is de- 
pleted every year by the paymentof un- 
earned dividends, the result being that, as 
a few in the Hast grow fat, the whole West 
is kept lean. It is against this wrong that 
the farmers of the agricultural States have 
made their protest. It is against this wrong 
that the citizens of every municipality are 
murmuring and getting ready to fight. -

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Thousands of men filling positions involv- 
ing no more labor or skill receive $15to $30 
per week and grumble because their pay is 
too small, but simply because the worker 1880 
unfortunate as to de a woman, they think 
an average of $8.50 ought to make her sub- 


limely happy. Why shoulda woman not re- 
ceive equal pay with men when equal skill 
and labor ts called forth? I know of girls who 
work from 7a. m. to 6 p. m., scarcely taking 
time at noon to eat, and 1 can testify that 
they work hard, who receive the magnificent 
average wages of 87 cents per day, none 
getting over $1.25 per day and the big mafori- 
ty 75 cents—some as low as 50 cents. The work 
I refer to is piece work, and only one girl out 
of twenty is skillful enough to make over 75 
cents per day.

FEDERAL LAW. 


Chief Justice Fuller Tells South Carolina 
Sheriffs What He Thinks of Them. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 25.—The South 
Carolina tax cases were passed upon dy the 
Supreme Court of the United States yester- 
day, the opinion being delivered by Chief 
Justice Fuller. It came up on the petition of 
Sheriff Tyler of Aiken County fora writ of 
habeas corpus to release him from imprison- 
ment under the judgment of the Oircuit Court 


of the United States that he be fined $500 for 
contempt. He had seized a train on the 
South Carolina railroad upon a warrant is- 
sued by the State authorities for the collec- 

tion of taxes which were in controversy. The 
road was in the hands of a receiver appoint- 
ed by the United states Court, and he was 
adjudged guilty of contempt for failing to 
release the property under order of that 
court. He came to the Supreme Court for re- 
lef 

Justice Fuller read an opinion containing 
much 288 language than is usually 
found in such documents, denying the ap- 
plication of the petition for the writ. He 
said the seizure of the property by force was 
brutal, and could not be defended. 

The same judgment was announced in the 
cases of Sheriffs ‘Rises and Gaines, who came 
tothe Supreme Court of the United States 
with Tyler for relief, 

A suit was filed in the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals by J. W. Brown and Porter

The sort of bond, of course, would not be 
salable, or indeed, in any way serviceable to 
the banks as a form of investment.

In this form the Government's offer was 
not acceptable to the bankers. They were 
practically agreed in requiring that the loan 
should be made on a bond which could be put 
on the market, and they recommended that 
at least half thesum demanded, or $26,000, 000, 
be demanded from Europe, thus recovering 
‘some of the gold that has been so freely 
shipped out auring the last few weeks. 

At the conference between Mr. Jordan and 
the bankers yesterday many suggestions 
were made, many modifications of the Presi- 
dent’s plan proposed and most of them re- 
duced to writing. These will be acted on at 
. future meeting of the financiers, the date of 
which has not been made public. 


NEARLY A MILLION OVER. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 25.—The net gold 
in the Treasury this morning, over and above 
the $100,000,000 gold reserve, is $900,000. This 
accounts for the gold taken from the New 
York Sub- Treasury for export to-day; also for 
the gold which has been offered and accepted 
from Boston Dankers. It does not, however, 


include the gold which has been offered to 
the Government from San Francisco and 
* Va.; these amounts will appear in 

Treasury figures when the actual ex- 
22 is made.

How He Will Go to New York and to the 
World's Fair. 


Wasnrvoetorn, April 2. — Mr. Cleveland 
will be absent from Washington six days in 
connection with the ceremonies attending 
the naval review in 
the opening of the 
lambian Exposition in 
itinerary of the trip was made publi¢ 
by Private Secretary Thurber to-day. To- 
morrow (Wednesday) afternoon the presi- 
Gential party will leave Washington for New 
York in a special train over the Pennsylvania 
road, and will arrive in New York that night 
at about 10 o’ clock. 

The trip to Chicago will be made without 
return to Washington, the same train leav- 
ing New York at 12 o’clock noon on Friday 
and reaching Chicago at 12 noon on Satar- 
day, returning to Washington the 
train will leave Chicago at 6 o’clock 
p. m. Monday and is dus in Washington at 1 
o' clock Tuesday afternoon. All the arrange - 
ments for the trip are in charge of Mr. Geo. 
W. Boyd, assistant general passenger agent 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. Mr. Boyd 
will accompany the President. All the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, with the ex- 
ception of Secretary Herbert, whois in New 
York, will accompany the President to-mor- 
row, and Secretary Herbert will be included 
in the party on the westward journey. 

Mrs. Cleveland and the ladies of the Oab- 
inet, with the exception of Mrs. Lamont 
and Miss Herbert, who are in New 
York; Mrs. Olney ana Mrs. Smith, 
will go as far as New York with the 
President. Private Secretary Thurber will 
accompany the President to New York, and 
will return to Washinaton Thursday evening 
with Mrs. Cleveland and Mrs. Bissell. 

The party that will accompany the Presi- 
dent to Chicago will include all those named 
with the exeeption of Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. 
Bissell and Mr. Thurber. Only the President, 
Mrs. Cleveland, the members and ladies 
of the Cabinet, Gen. Schofield, Admiral 
Benham and Mr. Thurber will go aboard the 
Dolphin to witness the naval review. The 
train that will convey the President to New 
York and Chicago and return will consist of 
five Pullman cars. The first is a combina- 
tion car, the second a dining, the thirda 
new Pullman sleeper with two drawing 
rooms and twelve sections, the fourth a 
drawing-room car consisting of eight com- 
partments and the fifth an observation car 
for the President. 

Along the Jersey coastat Point Pleasant, 
Spring Lake, Belmar, Seabright, Asbury 
Park, Elberon and Long Branch hundreds of 
persons were gathered this morning watch- 
ing to catch a glimpse of the naval review 
fleet on its way to New York from Hampton 
Roads. The warships were from 
fifteen to twenty miles out and 
could only be seen from the shores with pow- 
erful glasses. The crowd awaiting the 
arrival of the fleet were greatly disappointed. 

At 2:30 the squadron siowly passed Sandy 
Hook and loud-mouthed cannon boomed a 
noisy welcome to the crack fighting ships of 
the world as they steamed slowly 
up the lower bay and swung into the 
anchorage just below the Narrows, near 
Fort Hamilton, Fort Lafayette and Fort 
Wadsworth. Over the city came the dull 
echo of the cannonading, giving warning 
that the long expected naval review 
was now on in earnest; that 
the ships of the nation and of 
its guests had safely made the trip from 
Hampton Roads and were now here, ready 
for their part in the greatest naval pageant 


of modern times. 


The cannonading began when the caravels 
from Spain were towed up the harbor, the 
guns of Fort Wadsworth, Fort Hamilton and 
Old Castle William booming out their war- 
like salutes, while the throngs who lined the 
shores of the harbor, eagerly scanning the 
waters to study the odd-looking ancient sea 
craft, answered with a cheer. 

Scarcely had the salutes died away before 
the first of the long line of war-ships thun- 
dered out her announcement of her coming, 
and again the cannon of the forts gave back 
gun for gun in enthusiastic demonstrative 
welcome, 

Down the bay the scene was inspiring despite 
the drizzling rain. All the merchantmen in 
the harbor appreciated the event and raised 
their colors in its honor. 

The Brazilian cruiser, the Neuve de Julio, 
which has been in port several days anxious 
to show her appreciation of the events which 
to-day inaugurates, weighed anchor 
early in the morning as soon 
as the announcement was made 
that the big squadron had been sighted 
through the mist that hovered over the sea, 
and started down the bay to meet and wel- 
some the fleet, hercannon joining the gen- 
eral fusilade, 

Thousands of cheering and enthusiastic 
spectators lined the Batteryand the river 
fronts. Thousands more left for points along 
the shores of Gravesend Kay and Staten 
Island as soon as the news that 
the fleet had been sighted be- 
came known. The journey of the 
big squad@®on from Hampton Roads to their 
anchorage in the lower bay was made on 
schedule time. Weather and seas were propl- 
tious, and the vessels of battle with flags of 
the different countries to whose navies they 
belonged fluttering in the breeze and at their 
mastheads, sailed up the Atlantic. 

MILES OF SHIPS. 

The first news of the arrival of the impos- 
ing fleet of battleships this morning came 
from Monmouth Life-Saving Station. The 
line of cruisers were sighted plowing their 
way proudly through the waters of the old 
Atianticats8:40a. m. At their head galled 
the American cruiser Philadelphia, the flag- 
ship of Rear Admiral Gherardl. Behind her 
were the thirty-two other war vessels which 
complete the squadron of naval Gollaths. 
The fleet, asit sailed up past the lightship, 
strung out for several miles.
